Press the UP and DOWN CONTROL PAD ARROWS to scroll through the 
two gqme options and the Password-option. 

EXHIBITION- One game against either the computer or another player. 
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REGULAR SEASON - You play three (3) games against each.team 
in your division. Thus, a National Division season consists of 33 games as 
opposed .to 39 games for the American Division. If your team qualifies, 
there will also be a best-of-7 game play-off, followed by a best-of-7 game 
Championship Series. The Regular Season is played entirely against the 
computer. 

After you have selected which type of game you want to play, press the A 
BUTTON or START to reach the Divisional Selection Screen. 





PASSWORD - When playing seasonal play, a password 
consisting of letters and numbers is displayed at 
end of every game. Keep a record of 
password so you can resume the 
at the next scheduled game. 

To enter a password, use the UP'and 
DOWN CONTROL PAD 
ARROWS fo scroll through 
the alphabet and the num¬ 
bers. Use the LEF T

ARROWS to move left 
along the password. Once

The American Division has the designated hitter rule in effect. In inter- 
divisional games, the rule applies only when the home team is from the 
American Division. 







Use the LEFT and RIGHT CONTROL PAD ARROWS to move through the 
teams. To return to the Divisional Selection Screen without choosing a 
team, press the B BUTTON. To select a team, press the A BUTTON. If 
you are playing a T Player Exhibition game against the-computer, you 
must select the computer team in the same manner.. If you are playing a 2 
Player Exhibition game, the second player selects in the same manner. 

However, if you are playing Regular Season play, after Player 1 has 
selected a team, the schedule for that team appears on the screen. Use 





the LEFT and RIGHT CONTROL PAD ARROWS to scroll between the 2 
months of the schedule. 
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NOTE: Home games are shown in red 
and away games are in black.

Except for close-ups at the bases, the game is 
viewed from 2 different perspectives. 

1- For pitching and hitting, the perspective is from 
behind the catcher. 

2- For fielding, the perspective is from the field 
looking in toward home plate. (Though the specific 
view varies depending upon where the ball js hit.) 

The controls operate differently depending upon 
which of the 2 perspectives is on the screen. 

NOTE: This is called “intuitive controls", 
actually make believe that you are 
and the screen is showing you 
looking at.

Once the bell is hit, the game changes to the fielder’s perspective. Which 
specific view of the infield, outfield, base or bases depends upon where 
the ball-was hit. 
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NOTE: Though the screen is seen from the fielder’s perspective, the 

radar display in the corner always shows the runner’s positions as 
seen from the batter’s point of view. Home is at the bottom, 1st is at 
the right, 2nd is at the top and 3rd is at the left. 

TO MOVE YOUR FIELDERS- use the appropriate LEFT, RIGHT, 
UP or DOWN CONTROL PAD ARROW(S).

To put in a pinch hitter, check the line score, or get advice from Roger 
Clemens, press the SELECT BUTTON while your team is up at bat. 


Use the UP and DOWN CONTROL PAD ARROWS to scroll through the 
available options. 


PINCH HITTER - To call up the Team Roster Screen, press the A 
BUTTON. Use the UP and DOWN CONTROL PAD ARROWS to select 
the pinch hitter, then press the B BUTTON. 


An “X” next to a player’s name indicates that he has already been substi¬ 
tuted and has played in the current game. Because of this, he cannot be 
selected again.

NOTE: Switch hitters default to the opposite hand of the pitcher. 
This means that a switch hitter will always bat iefty against a right 
handed pitcher and righty against a left handed pitcher.

When it appears that there is going to be a close 
play at one of the bases, the perspective switches 
to that of a close-up view of the baseman and the 
runner sliding in.
